STRIKES BLOW AT The SOUTH 


At the Same Time it Would Benefit 
the Railroads, 


SENATOR BACON ‘VISITS SECRETARY 


Protests Against Thousands of the 
Eoys Being Huddled Like fiheep 
To Die When They Could Be 
Scattered—Alger’s Sur- 
prising Statement. 


Washington, July 31.—(Special.)—Secreta- 
ry of War Alger has determined upon a 
step which, if he puts it into execution, 
w'll-be construed into a blow at the south. 

The secretary has declared his purpose 
to take all the troops out of the south and 
place them at northern camps. He did this 
in the course of a talk with Senator Ba- 
con yesterday and he did it in a-way that, 
showed he was in earnest in his declara- 
tion. Senator Bacon came to Washington 
for the purpose of calling the attention of 
the war department to some of the condi- 
tions prevailing at Chickamauga and to 
urge ‘upon the secretary the wisdom of 
scattering the troops through the more 
healthy portions of the south, so as to 
remove the dangers resulting from having 
so many thousand men huddled together. 
The health of the troops there has been 
greatly endangered by crowding the men 
together in a small space where they have 
none of the proper facilities, or rather 
where the very numbers bring about con- 
ditions unfavorable to the health of the 
men just as the same crowding together 
at Camp Alger and other. points has 
brought similar results. 

Will Remove Troops North. 

The senator had just introduced his sub- 
ject when Secretary Alger cut him short 
by the declaration that he had determined 
to take all the troops out of the south and 
place them at northern camps. He did not 
go into details as to his reasons for. doing 
this, but indicated that the complaints of 
tll health and the spread of fever at some 
of the camps was the impelling motive. 

Senator Bacon asked if he had made up 
his mind irrevocably on this point. He stat- 
ed fo the secretary with great emphasis 
that such action was uncalled for, and that 
the trouble at Chickamauga was not-due 
to the unhealthfulness of the climate at all, 
but to the action of the officers of the army 
in herding the men together where they 
could not have proper sanitary facilities. 
He declared that if troops were properly 
placed throughout the south it would be 
found that the health conditions were just 


as good as in New England of any part of 
the country. 


Alger Prejudiceg Against South. 

He got no satisfaction from the secre- 
tary, however. From the first the secre- 
tary of war seems to have been prejudiced 
against the south; at least, he has eaused 
many people to believe so. It may be that 
back of thig determination on the part of 
the secretary are to be found the fine Ital- 
ian hand of some railroad influences that 
are desiroud of getting the haul on the 
troops, but whatever the influence, the re- 
sult is unwarranted and uncalled for re- 
fiections on the health condifions through 
the entire south. 

Senator Bacon ts highly indignant over 
the matter. 

“It looks,” said he, “very much like an 
effort to cover up the incompetency of the 
war department by casting serious reflec- 
tions upon the health conditions of the 
south. There is no possible excuse on the 
score of health for taking the troops out 
of the south. The trcuble is, the entire

SAYS CHARGE WAS BRILLIANT. 


Transport Reaches New York with Sick 
from Santiago de Cuba. 

New York, July 31.—The United States 
transport Alamo arrived at quarantine to- 
day with twenty-six passengers from San- 
tiago. The Alamo stopped at Hampton 
Roads on the way north, but was ordered 
out to sea to bury one of her passengers 
wiho had died... This man was George Pat- 
terson, a stevedore, who went to Santiago 
from Galveston, and was employed in dis- 
charging cargo from the -transports. 

Among the passengers on the Alamo was 
Steppens Wright, correspondent for The 
London Illustrated News. Mr. Wright, in 
conversation, said: 

“It is not proper to speak of hardships, 
inefficient commissary and hospital service, 
because this is war, and all it implies: The 
operation of taking Santiago itself was 
grand and brilliant. I never saw the like 
before. Notning could stand the rusnes of 
the American troops, so full of vim and 
eager desire to dislodge the enemy. But 
those men should be relieved, as the ex- 
citement is over, and reaction will set in. 
The men will lose their stamina when the 
malaria spreads.”’ 

Sergeant E. W. Binkley, of the signal 
corps, said he was stationed after the sur- 
render at the cable station to see that no 
one damaged the wires. At the time of the 
assault on El Caney he was located ‘at the 
front, keeping tihe telephone seryice in or- 
der. The men on the firing line were suf- 
fering for rations, but the refugees -who 
flocked into El Caney were supplied one 
day with 80,000 rations, the next day with 
50,000. 

‘"These were promptly sent to the front,”’ 
said he, “but our boys who were in the 
trenches were compelled to go without. I 
do not see why the troops could not be 
supplied as promptly.”’ 

All of the passengers will-be sent to Hoff- 
man island, and the steamer will be dis- 
infected and sent to her dock. « Health 
Officer Doty said some of the men had been 
ill, apparently with malarial fever, but 
they were now convalescing.

Jacksonville, Fla.; July 31.—After the at- 
tacks on Tampa, Fernandina and Miami, 
the sensationalist has moved to a near field 
and is now getting in his work on Jackson- 
ville. The latest appears in a New York 
paper, the correspondent vf which states 
that he is informed by a “‘gentieman”’ that 
typhoid fever in the camp here has been 
more fatal than the\yellow fever tt San- 
tlaga; that the cams 10m and flat, and 
draining an impossibilitx; that the man- 
ag@ément of the hospital is lax, it being 
mismanaged and favoritism shown.

Great Work of the German Statesman 
Is Recalled and Recounted by 
the Newspapers of the Em- 

pire—Expressions of 


Sympathy. 


London, July 31.—A special cablegram te 
the Associated Press says the news of 
Prince Bismarck’s death reached Berlin at 
a late hour and was only generally known 
this morning. A number of the papers did 
not contain the news of the prince’s demise, 
being misled by Dr. Schweninger and the 
family’s statements regarding the prince’s 
condition. This morning no news of any 
kind regarding the funeral arrangements is 
obtainable. 

The Hamburger Correspondent and the 
Nachrichten appear with mourning bor. 
ders and publish long obituary notices. 

The Nachrichten gives the fullest details 
of the last days and death of Bismarck. 
It says: 


“On Tuesday. evening an improvement 


set in in the prince's condition, in which 


repeated changes for the worse had ‘occur- 
red since October last, and he was able to 
appear at the table and take part in thé 
conversation, drinking champagne and af- 
terwards smoking several pipes; which he 
had not done lately. 

“His condition ws so satisfactory that Dr. 
Schweninger, after the prince had gone to 
bed, left with the intention of returning on 
Saturday. His conditton was comparatively 


‘Satisfactory throughout Friday and Satur- 


day morning. He read the Nachrichten and 
conversed on politics, particularly referring 
to Russian affairs. In the forenoon he 
took luncheon, grumbling jocularly at the 
small proportion of spirits*in his drinking 
water. Then a sudden change for the 
worse occurred in consequence of an acute 


attack of a pulmonary disease, and in the ~ 


course of the afternoon he frequently be- 
came unconscious. 

‘Recently, besides periods of unusual 
mental clearness, the prince had had inter- 
vals of drowsiness, falling into a sound and 
beneficia] sleep, on awakening from which 
he would be completely refreshed. 


Grows Worse on Saturday. 


“On Saturday 
appeared. Death came easily and painiess- 
ly. Dr. Schweninger was able to some ex- 
tent to lighten the last moments, wip‘ing 
mueus from the patient’s mouth and ena- 
bling him to.breathe more freely. 

‘The last words Prince Bismarck uttered 
were addressed to his daughter. Countess 
von Rantzau, who wiped the perspiration 
from his‘ forehead. They were ‘Thanks, 
my child.’ 

‘The whole family were assembled at the 
bedside at the time of his death. As no 
breathing movements or pulse were percep.

GIVEN A GREAT RECEPTION 


breeted By Every Whistle In the Harbor 
As She Moves Up to the Bock, 


SAILORS ABOARD “ARE EMBRACED 


Though ‘Ready for a Fight Now at a 
Moment’s Notice, the Huge War- 
ship Will Také on Repairs 
‘While There Is a Lull 
in Fighting. | 


New York, July 31.—Back from the coast 
of Cuba, battle-scarred and powder-stained 
and punctured in spots, with her formidable 
guns bristling in the sunlight, and. her 
Officers and crew laughing and cheering 
like schoolboys on a holiday trip, the 
United Statés battleship Texas, Captain 
J. W. Fiilip in command, steamed slowly 
up the lower bay from Sandy Hook this 
forenoon on ‘her way to the Brooklyn navy 
yard. For a brief period she remained at 
anchor off Tompkinsville, Staten Island, 
to receive the mall and dispatches, and as 
soon as these were got on board the vessel 
proceeded slowly from ‘her destination 
amid salvos of greeting from the thousands 
of people who crowded the decks of the 
outward bound excursion boats. 

Salutations of welcome came from all 
Sides. Every vessel that boasted a steam 
whistle let it shriek for all it was worth. 
The piping of little ‘tugboats, mingled 
with the deep-toned roars of the ocean and 
coastwise steamers, and the usual calm of 
the Sabbath was supplanted by a veritable 
pandemonium. The sailing vessels were 
also in evidence; and thé silent dipping 
of the colors aboard the pleasure yachts, 
while not so demonstrative as the shrill 
notes from the steamers, was equally effec- 
tive, and the man in charge of the steam 
siren on the Té@xas worked. like a beaver 
replying to the hearty reception... The 
cheers of the excursionists and passengers 
on the numerous ferry boats was taken up 
by the people who watched the black-paint- 
ed warship from the New York and Brook- 
lyn shores, and the brave sailors responded 
with waving caps and handkerchiefs as 
they stood on the main deck dressed in 
white duck suits, which stood out in bold 
relief against the superstructure which still 
wore that dark color which is known as 
“Uncle Sam's war paint:’’ 

Captain Philip on the Bridge. 

Captain J. W. Philip was on the bridge 
directing the course of the Texas, and by 
his side stood his executive officer, Lieu- 
tenant Commander G. E. Harber. Among 
the officers who were congregated on the 
quarterdeck was one by whose inventive 
genius the death-dealing and destructive 
power of the two twelve-inch guns in the 
turrets was increased three-fold—Llieuten- 
ant F. J. Haesler, of whom Captain Phillip 
made special mention in his report of the 
destruction of Admiral Cervera’s fleet off 
Santiago. 

When the Texas reached the navy yard 
the dock was crowded with blue jackets 
and marines, who greeted their fellows 
with feverish enthusiasm and welcomed 
-them back with joyous cheers. 

Willing hands did the work of securing 
the vessel to her moorings at the dock, 
and as soon as the gangways were placed 
in position, hundreds of relatives of the 
men aboard rushed to embrace the heroes 
who had fought so nobly and successfully 
in the cause of humanity. 

The general outward appearance of the 
big floating tort showed that the Texas 
had a rough time of it, and a close inspec- 
tion revealed the places where the shells 
of the dons had penetrated the port bow 
and starboard superstructure. 

On the 224 of June, waile the Texia was 
bombarding the Morro at the entrance of 
Santiago harbor, a six-inch shell tore 
through the port side under the ancher 
about twenty feet from the bow. This 
shell exploded on the opposite side of 
and gundeck and on its way instantly kill- 
ed Frank Blakely, a first-class apprentice, 
whose home was in Lawrence, Mass. This 
was the enly fatal missfle which struck 
tne Texas during her fighting term, 4s 
none of the other men who were wounded 
succumbed to their injuries. A piece of the 
shell which killed Blakely hit John Lively, 
a landsmtan, in the leg and inflicted a dan- 
gerous and painful wound. Lively was 
limping around the gundeck today and 
said he would soon be all right ‘again. 

How the Texas Is Wounded. 

Duding the engagement of July 3d when 


a big shell, probably from the Almirante 
Oquendo, pierced the starboard bulkhead 
underneath the bridge. It passed through 
the ventilator and after carrying away 
the ash hoists, entered the smokestack, 
where it exploded, but injured no one. 
Several shots took effect on the bridge 
and other parts of the superstructure, but 
nearly all traces of the damage done by 
them were removed on the homeward trip. 
The firing of the port turret gun across 
the upper deck shook the vessel consid- 
erably and she will need a general over- 
hauling, as her decks and supports have 
been loosened. If occasion required, how- 
ever, the Texas could fight at a moment's 
notice, her batteries being in excellent or- 
der. All the sailors who were seen today 
said that the Texas was a wonderful ship 
ani her record off the Cuban coast had 
laid at rest the stories which had been 
circulated as to her being an unlucky ves- 
sel. On the way up from Cuba the Texas 
made only about nine knots an hour, but 
this was caused by bad coal. 
Twenty-two sick sailors and marines 
were brought back from the squadron by 
the Texas and they were all transferred 
to the smaval hospital adjoining the navy 
yard, None of them had been injured in 
battle and in no case is there any fear 
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the Texas was chasing Cervera’s vessels.

NUEVITAS HAS BEEN BOMBARDED 


The Nashville Captures Two Spanish 
Schooners Flying Red Cross Flag. 

Key West,’ Fla., July 31.—Reports have 
reached here that Nuevitas, on the north 
coast »f the province of Puerto Principe, 
Cuba, has been bombarded by the ships 
of the blockading squadron, evacuated 
by the Spanish and subsequently burned. 
No details are known and the only infor- 
msetion of the affair was that given to 
Captain Maynard, of the gunboat Nash- 
ville, by Lieutenant Colonel Rojas, of the 
insurgent forces at Gibara, last Tuesday. 
Colonel Rojas himself had the news at 
second hand, although he carrieq private 
dispatches from General Garcia, which 
were delivered to the commander of the 
Nashville, 

The only American ships known, to have 
been in the vicinity if Nuevitas lately 
are the Prairie and Badger. The latter 
captured three Spanish vessels coming 
out of Nuevitas harbor and took them to 
the Dry Tortugas. All were flying Red 
Cross flags, but when boarded were found 
to contain a number of Spanish soldiers, 
only three of whom were sick. 

The Nashville reached Gibara on Tues- 
day, when she- captured the schooners 
Gibara and Express. On entering the 
harbor she was met by the former United 
States consular agent and the president 
of the railroad line to Holguin. He told 
the Americans of the evacuation of Gi- 
bara two days before by General Luque 
and his 1,800 Spanish troops, who feared 
a conagerted attack by Americans and 
Cubans. 

They fled to Holguin by rail and after- 
wards tore up the tracks. ,General Luque 
left in the Gibara hospital 536 sick and 
wounded Spanish soldiers, with a request 
to Admiral Sampson to see that. they 
were properly @ared for. The next day 
the Cuban forces, consisting of 500 cav- 
alry, under Lieutenant Colonel] Rojas, and 
200 infantry, made a triumphal entry 
into the town. They were received with 
acclamations by the Cubans and the town 
held a festival that day and night. 

The insurgents took formal possession, 
established a police eystem and sent out 
scouting parties and when the Nashville 
arrived the best of order was bein= main- 
tained. The invaders had, however, neg- 
lected the schooners in the harbor and 
the American ships took possession of 
them. 

When Ensign Snow left with a prize 
crew to bring the Gibara here it had been 
practically determined to raise the Ameri- 
cam flag over the town. At that tfme only 
Red Cross Society and Cuban flags wére 
flying, and there was a questién as to 
whether dissension might not arise be- 
tween the Americans und Cubans, in con- 
sequence of the Garcia-Shafter incident. 
In such case Captain Maynard was re- 
solved to seize and hold the place. 

The steamship Tabernosque, flying the 
French flag, was captured by the Hawk 
at Sagua la Grande yesterday and brought 
here today by Ensign Schofield, Cadet 
Kear and a prize crew of eight men. She 
is a Mexican ship of 800 
bound from Vera Cruz for Sagua loaded 
to the hatches with coal and provisions, 
and also carried a number of mules. Cap- 
tain Androcka was in command with a 
crew of twenty-nine. The Hawk took her 
without difficulty and also’ went into the 
harbor after a dozen small, ships and 
smacks. Of these all but one escaped by 
scudding into shoal water, and this one 
was aground. A small boat was put off to 
her with Ensign Schofield and four men to 
see if she could be floated, but she was 
found to be too hard aground.

down from the last war was not euf- 
cient for the needs of the day. At the be 
ginning it, was found that owing to the

placed at angles and records taken, mak- 
ing it extremely difficult to find conditions 
admitting of the practice.

Yesterday morning 
the democrats held a meeting near Cus- 
seta and their orators divided time with 
the populists. Last night the populists held 
a meeting and reports say refused to divide 
time with democrats; thereupon the demo- 
cratg withdrew and started up a separate 
speaking and in the midst of these move- 
ments some one shot at a Mr. Mitchell 


and wounded his horse. 


Fired Upon the Posse. 

He left at once for Cusseta and swore 
out warrants for the parties and returned.

When they got there they found white 
men pour'ng in from all the surrounding 
country.

All trains were stopped at the scene of 
the trouble by the Atlanta and West Point 
railway to facilitate the restoring of peace 
by placing men there and further trouble 
Was quelled.

to deny, said he, that he-is opposed to what 
the British and part of the American press 


term an ‘‘imperial’’ policy. 

“I believe in the principle embodied in 
the declaration of independence that gov- 
ernment must be by the consent of the 
governed,” said the senator. ‘‘Wn:le it may 
be true the inhabitants of the Spanish is- 
lands are practically savages and incapa- 
ble of self-government, as a matter of sen- 
timent, I would not feel like seeing them 
continued under the domination of Spain. 
But as to what disposition should be mado 
of the islands I am not prepared to say.” 

“Would you favor a protectorate?’ 

“We want to maintain the military gov- 
ernment we have set up ‘until some treaty 
is made. Senator Morgan was enthusiastic 
in his advocacy of recognizing Cuban inde- 
pendence, arguing that the Cubans afe ca- 
pable of self-government, If they are, then 
I am heartily in favor of giving them inde- 
pendence.”’ 

“Then you see nothing to be gained by 
the acquisition of foreign territory?’’ 

“Nothing to be gained and much to be 
feared. There is no constitutional Warrant 
'n the adoption of a colonial policy by the 
United States and it is utterly repugnant 
to olur traditions. The right of the people 
to govern themselves is too firmly en- 
grafted in the hearts of the American peo- 
ple for us to embark upon a policy of land- 
grabbing in violation of our oft-enuncinted 
principles. Nor can I. see any particular 
boon to American commerce in imperialism. 
Sentiment does not contro) the purchases 
of the world. The cheapest and best market 
gets the trade. 

“By the annexation of Hawali sugar 
duties aggrerating $9,000,000 annually are 
lost to us and the sugar refineries are the 
onlv gainers. There igs no calculating the

THERE HAS BEEN BUT LITTLE EXCITEMENT 


But the Battle Today Will Be Very 
Interesting and Closely Contest- 
ed in Several Counties. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 31.—(Special.)— 
The biennial state election in Alabama will 
‘be held on tomorrow. A governor and his 
cabinet will be elected to serve for two 
years, five supreme court judges, a full 
bench, will be elected for a term of six 
years; chancellors and circuit judges in 
all of the divisions and districts in the 
state will be chosen for six years, and pro- 
bate judges and circuit clerks will be se- 
lected in all of ‘the counties for terms of 
six years. The legislature which will be 
elected tomorrow wil) be calléd on to select 
the state solicitors for the ensuing six 
years, and the senators elected will be 
called on fo indorse the governor's appoint- 
ment of two railroad commissioners, 

Notwithstanding the number and im- 
portance of the étate and personal interests 
involved, there/ has been less excitement 
and enthusiasm throughout the state dur- 
ing this campaign than for six or eight 
years past. The reasons for this, however, 
are manifest. No rational person can im- 
agine any pvossibility under which the de- 
feat of the democratic ticket can be ac- 
compHshed, and there-has therefore been 
nothing whatever to encourage the oppos!- 
tion ‘to it. The excitement over the war 
with Spain has also served to some extent 
to detract the attention of the average per- 
son in Alabama from politics. 

The democrats have waged a vigorous 
campaign for three weeks under the mas- 
terly generalship of Hon. Robert’ J. Lowe 
Chairman of the state executive and cam- 
paign committees. The fight has been com 
ducted with especial regard to those cour 
ties in which a possibility of democratic de- 
feat seemed to present itselfp and wonl 
comes from the committee headquarters 
tonight that the situation on the eve ef 
the battle is al that the democrats could

Democratic Party Strong. 

It is apparent to all: who are informed 
that the democratic party in Alabama 1s 
vastly stronger today than it has been 
since the bolt to the populist party in 1992. 
Most of the intelligent and conservative 
populists in the various counties, foreseeng 
the disintegration of their party in Ala- 
bama, and realizing that the shortcomings 
in the democratic party were imagined 
ones, and being good citizens, have taken 
their former places with the white man’s 
party of the state. In many of the counties 
the populists have thrown up 
the sponge entirely and have foregone the 
nomination of any ticket. Practically all of 
the 3,000 Palmer and Bluckner voters have 
returned to the party and many of them 
have been doing good work in the cam- 
paign. 

On the contrary, the opposition ig badly 
rent asunder. The populists have in the 
field a state ticket headed by G. B. Deans, 
of Calera. Their severa] orators ‘nave gone 
about the state ranting about fair elections 
and vowing that they will elect 
and seat their nominees at alill 
hazards, all of which is a many-times-told 
tale in Alabama. 

The republican state convention met here 
about two months ago, and after confer- 
ence with the populist leaders, declined to 
put out a state ticket, but recommended 
that the republicans in the state vote for 
the populist nominees for state offices. The 
negroes in the convention protested against 
this, and called another republican state 
convention to assemble in Birmingham. It 
met and nominated a full state republican 
ticket, all of the norhinees, from governor 
down, being negroes. The head of the 
ticket is Rev. A. J. Warner, who conducts 
a bank for negroes in Birmingham. 


How They Will Vote. 


With this condition of affairs existing, the 
indications are the republicans in the state 
will vote about this way: Most of the 
negroes will vote the negro republican 
ticket, most of the ignorant whites in the 


,mountain districts will vote for the populist 


nominees and the more intelligent element, 
those who own property and have business 
interests in the state, will. support the 
democratic ticket, in the interest of goo 
government and wthe protection of their 
holdings. 

The prohibition nominee is Rev. W. B. 
Witherspoon, of Anniston. There are few 
prohnibitionists in Alabama. 

There is no opposition to the democratic 
nominees for supreme court judgeships, and 
they will be elected as follows:

associate justices, Hons, Jonathan Haral-

CONCHO BEACHES NEW YORK. 


Transport Carries Hundred and Sixty- 
Two Wounded and Sick East. 

New York, July 31.—The United States 
transport Concho, Captain Samuel Risk, 
which egailed from Santiago July 234 with 
162 sick officers and men, arrived Were to- 
day. The Concho arrived at Hampton 
Roads the 27th instant and was placed in 
strict quarantine ‘by the United States 
medical officer at that place. 

The Concho remained at anchor for three 
days and during that time five deaths oc- 
curred on board. Not being permitted to 
bury the dead on shore, the transport was 
obliged to proceed to sea, where the bodies 
of the five men were prepared for burial 
and consigned to the deep. 

The Concho was then ordered to proceed 
to New York with her 157 sick passengers. 
Ali were in as good condition age could be 
expected amd Health Officer Doty decided 
to have all the sick removed to Hoffman 
and Swinburne islands. Only two of those 
on board were wounded, the others suffer- 
ing chiefly from malarial fever,:many of 
whom are convaiescent.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)—Liss Brisco, 
who was stabbed last night by Dennis 
Johnson, is still alive, but his condition 
is very critical, and it will be a miracle 
if he lives.

The oth- 
er version is that when Johnson asked 
Brisco for the dime, Brisco commenced 
to curse him and Johnson cursed back, 
whereupon Brisco picked up an iron weight 


and was in the act of siriking Johnson: 


with it when he stabbed Brisco. The diffi- 
culty happened about 7 o’clock last night 
in Daly & iLackey’s store, on Fourth 
street, and was witnessed by a number of 
persons, none of whom, it is .said,. made 
any aitempt to catch Johnson, who quickly 
left the store and disappeared before the 
police could reach the scene. Johnson and 
Brisco are colored men, and married.

Landrum’s Paean of Peace. 

That was a magnificent paean of 
peace from the pen of Rev. Dr. Lan- 
drum, of this city, which was printed in 
yesterday's Constitution. 

Dr. Landrum, who deservedly stands 
high as one of the thost eminentof Bap- 
tist clergymen, grasped the whole si- 
uation with keen intuition when he _pic- 
tured the unity and the zeal with which 
people of-all classes, of all sects and of 
all sections, answered to the call to 
rally around the flag. This magnificent 
exhibition of patriotism, in which there 
was no trace of hesitation, argues well 
for the national spirit which has been 
buflt up in the United States, and which 
will mdke the name of America 
thrill the heart of the freeman the world 
over, whenever it is heard. But when 
Dr. Landrum went further and painted 
with vivid touch the high character and 
pure motive with which the United 
States entered upon this war, and the 
great regard which was maintained for 
civilized methods, he but drew a pic- 
ture which must be an object lesson to 
the whole world. This has been an 
epochal war. It was one provoked in 
defense of humanity. It was carried 
on with regard for chivalry and person- 
al rights. It has established the fact 
that a nation can be as amenable to the 
laws of humanity and of God as well as 
the individual. It has introduced a 
new power to the attention of the world 
—one whose motto is to do the right, 
which disclaims the intention to tram- 
ple where it has conquered, and which 
restrains itself in order to be generous 
to its foe. 

Heretofore, the ‘American has had 
reason to be proud of his country. The 
record of the war of the revolution and 
of the other conflicts which have inter- 
vened, exhibited the American soldier as 
the type of bravery and of chivalry. The 
war, which: is now happily closing, is 
one whose story will intensify this feel- 
ing. The Constitution can but. join 
with Dr. Landrum in his invocation of 
“Glory to God and good will to men.” 


Rev. W. B. Stradley.

Feelers from Washington. 

The fact that peace negotiations have 
practically begun is no sign that an 
agreement is to be promptly reached. 

The fortunes of war have not only 
given rise to some very perplexing ques- 
tions, but have placed upon the should- 
ers of the American people certain. se- 
rious responsibilities which they cannot 
evade, and which, indeed, they do not 
desire to evade. Our readers may be 
sure that the alleged terms of peace, 
whith the correspondents are extract- 
ing from apparently cautious members 
of the cabinet, are given out, not to pre- 
pare the minds of the public, but to 
sound and fathom the opinions and 
sentiments of the people. 

This is no new thing. It has been 
going on ever since the formation of 
the government. When new and un- 
expected questions arise those who have 
control of the government-make every 
effort to find out the desires of the peo- 
ple. This they can only do indirectly, 
by giving forth tentative and unauthor.- 
ized plans for the settlement of these 
questions. Though this method has 
been, or may be, resorted to in the in- 
terests of a party, it is not incompatible 
with the highest interests of the people, 

Nobody knows better than the presi- 
dent that the Philippine questionis not 
to be settled on the basis of a coaling 
station or a harbor there, yet he is per- 
fectly willing for the newspapers to 
make an unofficial declaration that he 
is in favor of taking a coaling station 
there and letting the whole matter go 
at that. He ts willing to have the an- 
nouncement made because it will give 
rise to discussion and this will enable 
him to get at the drift and-tendency of 
public opinion. 

The truth of the business is that our 
gains in the Philippines, commercially 
or territorially, constitute a very in- 
Significant part of the problem which 
those islands present, and, in the solu: 
tion of that problem, it is to be borna 
in mind that the president and his cab- 
inet will not have the last word. The 
treaty of peace to be drafted by the 
cabinet does not become operative until 
it is ratified by the senate, and it is 
preposterous to suppose that that body 
will tolerate any evasion of the duties 
which Providence has thrust upon this 
country. 

In this matter, our own selfish inter- 
ests are worthy of very small consid- 
eration compared with the interests of 
humanity. Have our large and costly 
expeditions to the islands been organ- 
ized merely for the purpose of securing 
a coaling station or a harbor? The yery 
idea is so preposterous that, we hope 

our readers will give (Mir. McKinley 
more credit than to suppose he is willing 
to pledge himself to such a policy. 

There are the interests of the people 
who inhabit the islands to’ be consid- 
ered. They have made a long and a 
stout stand against Spanish oppression 
and tyranny; but, even if this were not 
true, we know what Spanish rule is, 
and we know, moreover, to what high 
policies of freedom our destiny commits 
us. ‘We are frank enough to say that 
we should feel some alarm if a dem- 
ocratic administration were to endeavor 
to commit the country to a course which

Such 
treachery as this would involve some pe- 
culiar political changes in this country. 
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Too Broad a Statement. 


In. a recent letter written by Mr. 
James R. Randall aud published in a 
northern newspaper, occurs this sen- 
tence: 

“Along with the heat came a pest of 
mosquitoes, day and night; and this 
plague of annoying insects is a serious 
drawback to the south.” 

The letter from which the above quo- 
tation is taken is dated from Augusta, 
and the evil spoken of presumably exists 
at that place, though The Constitu- 
tion will not undertake to say so. What 
The Constitution has -to object to in 
this wholesale statement is the use of 
the words, “the south,” in connection 
with a little masquito plague or a lit- 
tle malaria whith may exist in a spot 
or two throughout its broad domain. 
There is no country in the world com- 
posed of hills and valleys in which 
there are not a few spots where malaria 
exists. This is just as true of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and Michigan, as it can be 
of Georgia and ‘Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana. There is very Kittle differ- 
ence, if any, between the  Louis- 
iana victim of chills and the Michigan 
victim of ague. Yet Mr. Randall; who 
is a patriotic southerner, has permitted 
his pen to indict “the south’ with the 
condition of affairs which he describes. 
Even if this condition were true of Au- 
gusta, (Mr. Randall certainly knows that 
the situation of Augusta is not represen- 
tative of any considerable portion of 
the state of Georgia. The greater part 
of this state is composed of highlands 
where such ‘a condition is very slight, 
if not altogether unknown, 

Mr. Randall should bear in mind 
that “the south” extends anywhere 
from the far northeast corner of the 
state of Maryland away down to the 
most extreme southwest point of the 
state of Texas, and that this stretch of 
country represents an immense émpire 
which is not governed by any condition 
local to Augusta or anywhere else, These 
references which continually appear in 
print about malaria being in “‘the south” 
and other conditions which are. subject 
to dispute, have done this country im- 
mense harm, and it is time that writers 
who have become used to using these 
words as indicative of the political con- 
dition should cease to use them as in- 
dicative of uniform sanitary or geologi- 
cal similarities. “The south” is nota 
fever-stricken section, noris tt inits en- 
tirety, nor even in its majority, op- 
pressed by plagues of mosquitoes or 
anything else, but it is as free, if not 
much freer, from all of the ills whixh 
may torment the human race as any 
similar expanse of territory in the 
known world. 
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| . How Americans Fight. 


One incNient at the battle of Santiago 
has attracted ‘the attention of the for- 


eign military attaches with our army, 


and is now under discussion by military 


Ma ritics. 


It is now well known that the battle 
which resulted in such tremendous loss 
to the Americans was not contemplated 
by. those whe had ordered the for- 
The intention was to 
carry the line of investment a little 
farther toward tthe city, taking such ipo- 
sitions as might be deemed necessary, 
and there await events; at least for the 
time being. 

But when the troops had gone as far 
as the intentions of the commander pu 
posed, they found the position’ unten- 
able, They must either advance of 
retreat. No general officer was near to 
give the necessary command. It was at 
this moment that the incident which 
has piqued foreign interest occurred. 
The line wavered a moment, and then 
the men moved forward as by a common 
{mpulse, and stormed the Spanish in- 
trenchments. 

With what a fearful loss. of life this 
movement was accomplished, our read- 
ers know, but, after the first doubtful 
moment, not a man wavered. Regulars 
and volunteers moved together, tearing 
through the barbed wire fences, and 
driving the Spaniards out of their rifle 
pits and intrenchments. The victory was 
dearly bought. The troops themselves, 
acting on a common impulse, had made 
a successful assault which. their con- 
manders would have shrunk from or- 
dering. 

Followimg this came a council of war. 
It was decided that the troops had gone 
too far, that the position they had taken 
was too far advanced; and the general 
Officers agreed the original plan should 
be carried out. This would: involve 
a retreat, and it was at this point that 
the fire and. vigor of General Joe Whee!- 
er shone out. He rose in that council, 
and, in‘ language more emphatic than 
polite, declared that the men should not 
be ordered to retreat; and he followed 
up this declaration with a speech so 
full of common sense and patriotic ar- 
dor that his views prevailed. 

He knew something of the feeling 
among the men. (When the _ singular 
movement of the troops began, General 
Wheeler had crawled out of an ambulance 
mounted a horse and followed the men. 
He knew what their movement had cost. 
He knew, also, that an order to retire 
would have a seriously dispiriting ef- 
fecb on the victorious Americans, and 
that is why he vigorously opposed it. 
He knew that ‘tthe same battle would 
have to be fought over = again. if the 
town refused to surrender. and the re- 
sult of a second assault might not be 
so successful. 

So the men held the ground they 
had taken, and we have no doubt that 
the event convinced the Spanish officers 
that it would be idle to try to resist a 
body of troops capable of carrying posi- 
tions all but impregnable. —~ 

If the foroeign military experts want 
to know the secret of sucha movement, 
the explanation is simple. It fs the 
American way. 
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Godkin and Croker.

Editor Godkin writes to his paper 
about it, and complains that Mr. Croker 
was just as well treated as any of the 
other guests. This was to be expected, 
“but what we were not prepared for,” 
cries Editor Godkin, “was that the one 
American who spoke, except Mr. Hay, 
should call attention to his *(Croker’s) 
presence in terms of humopous eulogy, 
amid the cheers and laughter of the 
company.” 

After this fearful display, one is pre- 
pared to hear that “a distinguished Eng- 
lishman” linked on to Godkin as they 
came away, and remarked to him, con- 
fidenthally, “that this cynical indiffer- 
ence to Croker’s character and career 
did not augur well for the coming great- 
ness of America, of which we had heard 
so much.” 

But Croker’s real offense against Ed- 
itor Godkin is that he Toles “placid” 
and “patriotic.” But why should it be? 
What is to hinder Croker or -any other 
man from looking “placid” and “patri 
otic,”- even in the sinister presence of 
Editor Godkin? We do not admire 
Croker to any great extent; we feel that 
his political influence is baleful so far 
as the democratic party is concerned; 
we belfeve he is thoroughly selfish, 
though not more so than other politi- 
cians of a similar type; but we would 
rather trust Croker with all his faults, 
than to pin our faith to a man who 
makes money out of the people and at 
the same time thoroughly hates and 
despises their government and their in- 
stitutions. ) 

Though an alten by birth, Croker has 
become an American. Godkin is Crok- 
er’s compatriot, having been born in 
Ireland, but he has expatriated himself 
from his own ‘people, and has not be- 
come an American in any sense of the 
that term. The one thing about him 
that.'is admirable is his keen, incisive 
and vigorous way of writing, a way that 
is often illuminated by a certain 
grim and sinister humor.

Godkin had no patriotism to dicker 
away, and he is therefore not greatly 
to be blamed if he sees in every Ameri- 
can movement the lawlessness of de 
mocracy, or mistakes the rumbling of a 
bowling alley for ‘the crash of constitu- 
tions. 

The error made by both is in mis- 
taking appearances for facts. It is just 
as true that Croker is a representative 
democrat as it is that a general lack of 
culture is fo be deplored. 

Aguinaldo will undoubtedly have a 
say-so in the Philippine settlement—that 
is, provided he doesn’t get too fresh.

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BISMARCK, THE 


| Americans that labor is respecta 
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MAN 
OF BLOOD AND IRON 


When the first King William, of Prus- 
sia, made Bismarck his prime minister fn 
1862,°and also placed him in charge of the 
roertfolio of foreign affairs, Europe 0 
plunged into a succession of epoch-making 
events. 

In a general way everybody knows the 
story. The average newspaper reader knows 
that Bismarck’s policy drove Austria out 
of Germany. He directed tne conditions 
which resulted in the defeat of Austria 
at Sadowa; the union of the German states; 
the overthrow of Louis Napoleon, and the 
establishment of the German empire with 
the Prussian king upon its throne. 

It is also known to everybody that Bi&- 
marck was the power behind the throne, 
until he gave up the chancellorship under 
the present emperor; that he was the con- 
trolling spirit in the great reforms whien 
placed Germany in the front rank of the 
European powers, and that he sometimes 
rode roughshod over laws, eustoms, reli- 
gious bodies and political parties, when it 


‘suited him. : 


At the beginning ofthe trouble between 
Prussia and Austria he openly declared In 
parliament that the question of supremacy 
would have to be settled by ‘“‘blood and 


iron.”’ 


This phrase has stuck to him ever aince, 
and he has always been called ‘the man 
of blood and iron,” or ‘“‘the iron chancel- 
lor.”’ 

Naturally, the personality of such a man 
interests all who know something of his 
remarkable career. 

As a young man Bismarck was fond of 
rough frolics and athletic sports. He liked 
to ride wild horses. He was a hard drinker 
among the hardest, but liquor never mud- 
dled his clear head. Country life suited 
him, and when he could not hunt or roam 
ever a big farm he liked to be with the 
soldiers in camp. ‘ 

Although he steadfastly avowed his hbe- 
lief in the divine right of kings, he was 
too stern, dictatorial and self-willed to be 
a courtier. He could build an empire for 
others, but he proposed to stand behind 
the imperia] figurehead and secretly sway 
the scepter. 

Frequently this imperious despot declared 
that he feared God alone, but for many 
years the general tenor of his life seemed 
to defy all divine and human laws, with 
the exception of those which had his ap- 
proval. 


His personal habits would have wrecked 
any but an iron constitution early in life. 

Until comparatively a recent date he was 
intemperate in eating and drinking. Find- 
ing ordinary liquors too weak, he invented 
a mixed beverage, of which the main in- 
gredient was brandy, and when an old 
man he would drink this flery stuff- while 
addressing parliament. 

When he was about eighty years old he 
visited his university, and gratified the 
students by showing them that he was 
still able to hold to his lips a gallon mug 
of beer and drain it at a draught. , 

At this sdme university he distinguished 
himself in his younger days by fighting 
duels, and his fearlessness and skill ‘with 
the «werd made him a dangerous opponent. 

Possibly some of these stories are exag- 
gerated, but they have been going -the 
rounds for many years, together with many 
thrilling aceounts of the prince’s exploits 
as a hunter and a daring horseman. 

There is nothing to excite anv great Won<~ 
der in all this. Bismarck simply represented 
the old-fashioned type of statesmen and 
rulers. Two génerations ago the greatest 
men in England and other countries had 
manners and habits which would now be 
regarded as rough. .and intemperate. In our 
country many of the leading men of that 
time drank heavily and fought duels. Bis- 
marek was simply a survival of that era, 
bringing with him down te our day the 
habits and marinerisms of his youth. 

He was very different in temperament 
and tastes from England’s grand old man, 
Mr. Gladstone, who preceded him to the 
grave only a few weeks ago. Bismarck 
delighted in action; in violent conflicts 
which brought about ereat results. He 
was essentially a voldier, though the af- 
fairs of civil iifre claimed the greater share 
of his attention. It was out of tae question 
for him to spend a part of his time every 
day, like Gladstone, translating the clas- 
sic authors, writing. books, collecting li- 
braties and engaging in tie great socihl 
and religious controversies of his era. Nor 
could he, like the great Englishman, reg- 
ulate his diet, taking a certain number 
of ounces of wine a day, and spending so 
many minutes in masticaiing a mouthful 
of beef. The German Was impetuous and 
reckless. He was a law unto himself. 


not a bookish man, the prince 
was able to hold his own with scholars, 
scientists and diplomats. Im some myste- 
rlous way he had mastered the essentials 
of what the world calls culture, and was 
by no means ignorant of what was going 
on in literary and art circlss. 

He liked music, children, pretty 
flowers, trees, horses, dogs, cattle 
poultry. 

In his domestic life he was a model. 
There was not a better husband and father 
in Germany, and his servants all loved 
him. 

Close observers said that he appeared 
at his worst in public when all eyes were 
fastened upon him. Upon such occasions. 
and especially in parliament, he loomed 
up bigéand frowning, rude and domineering, 
with violent gestures and an angry voice. 

It was possibly all assumed. Such tricks 
were necessary to overcome some people 
and keep them at a distance. Other fa- 
mous men have been forced to act in a 
similar way. Napoleon mate himself very 
stern and disagreeable. He said that he 
had to be so to keepehis generals from 
Slapping him on the shoulder.

These little sidelights upan the personal- 
ity of the irom chancellor are not intended 
to be very far-reaching. They merely 
show a great man from some points ot 
view out of the beaten track. 

It has been charged that Bismarck was 
unnecessarily severe in dealing with the 
socialists and political reformers of his 
time. 

At. this distance from the scene it is ditf- 
ficult to fairly judge! the matter. In the 
United States we have not yet reached 
certain educational and social conditions 
whicefi have made trouble in Germany for 
a long time. We are on the road. how- 
ever, and in a very few years we shali 
be facing the same problems. which Bis- 
marck had to confront. ~° 

Here, as in Germany, universal] educafion, 
compulsory and at the expense of the 
state, will run its course to the extreme 
limit.. Nothing can check it. Early in 
the twentieth century our statesmen will 
wake up to the fact that they must main- 
tain peace, order and justice among more 
than 100,000,000 people. of all races and 
colors, who have been educated at public 
expense, and who have got the idea into 
»their heads that the gowernment must 
“abolish poverty and make them all pros- 
perous. 

Millions of people who have been educa- 
ted sufficiently to fit them! for official and 
professional life, and light-and genteel oc- 
eupations, will be ripe for revolution, 
crime or vagrancy before they will .pack 
up their college textbooks and diplomas 
and go to ditching. 

In Germany, Austria, France and Rusy, 
sia the most dangerous agitators are fair- 
ly educated men of the poorer classes 
who have been unable to rise to high so- 
cial and political places. 
are crowded, and there is:no room in the 
professions for young men without money, 
friends on influence. In aur young coun- 
try it has been different during our build- 
ing up stage, but the time is near at hand 
when the questions which vexed  Bis- 
marck will trouble us. 

When those evil days come we shall 
understand why the man of blood and iron 
was so tyrannical in his treatment of some

POWERS ARE WATCHING Us 


They Do Not Want the Islands Re. 
turned to Spain. 


OR LEFT IN HANDS OF THE INSURGENTS 


Willing That United States Shoulg 
Control and Protect Interests 
of All Nations.

Washington, July 31.—(Special.)\—The 
announcement.-that it has been determined 
Why the president and his ‘cabinet ‘that the 
United States is ta Rave not only a coaling- 
station, but a port in the Philippines, 
means that this government has entered 
upon an entirely new policy of territorial 
and commercial expansion. 

So far as the poliey involved is concerned, 
the accession of a port in those islands of 
the east means just aS MUch as would mean 
the retention of the entire lot of islands, 
The responsibilities are less, of course, but 
the principal involved is the same. 

Can We Escape Other Responsibilities? 

It is by no means certain that in the final 
settlement we may not be forced to-assume 
the responsibility for the government of 
the whole archipelago, but that. is a matter 
for the future to decide. It is undeniably 
better for us to take all that is good down 
there and shift the bad upon the shoulders 
of somebody else if We can, but there is¢@ 
question whether we can. 

We want Manila and at most the island 
of Luzon, says the cabinet. Very natural 
position. But can such an arrangement be 
effected by and with the consent Of the 


terests down there. 

Germany has made her position clear and 
to me it seems a thoroughly logical one, 
Germany has large interests in the Phil- 
ippines. She will enter no objection to this 
government taking the entire Spanish pos- 
sessions as the result of this war, for she 
believes that is the right of the victor, 
Put she insists that the interests of her 
subjects should be protected, not in Ma- 
nila and™buzon alone, but throughout the 
archipelago. If We undertake to give @ 
stable government down there, she will 
enter no objection; but Germany and other 
fiuropean powers would seriously object 
to our going in, taking all that is best, and 
throwing the rest back upon Spain's hands 
or giving it over to the natives in whom 
they have no confidence. 


That Gold Collar. 

Aguinaldo’s gold collar may make a hit 
with Mark Hanna and Wall street, but it 
does seem to have impressed the European 
nations with the negro’s ability to main- 
tain a government which will give adequate 
protection) to European interests down there 
in the heart of the orient, where every 
port and every foot of habitable land is 
regarded as of so great importance because 


of its possible peering’ n the variety of 
interests and the Clicate balance of 
power. . 

Germany’s position seems, as I have said, * 
logical: and it is the position held, if not 
so freely expressed, by other European na- 
tions. Even England, anxious as she is to 
indorse every step we take, sees it that 
same way. If, therefore, we are able. to put 
through the present programme of taking 
only a valuable port. or at most one of the- 
islands, we will be most fortunate. This fs, 
of course, a matter to be decided hereafter, 
but it is easy to see that it is a problem 
involving many intricacies and the solu- 
tion of which will call for all the diplomat- 
ic skill at the command of this govern- 
ment. 

Future Policy Is Determined. 

Unless all present indications go wrong, 
therefore, the policy of this government has 
been settled. We are to retain, rather than 
relinquish, interests In the Philippines. The 
extent of our possessions in territory fs un- 
decided, but whether the territory retained 
be great or small in extent, the principle 
is the same and the policy of the govern- 
ment is determined, so far as the adminis- 
tration ‘can determine it. 

With a port in the Philippines, such aa 
Great Britain has at Hong Kong, we e?- 
ter in a sense upon.a columiai policy. There 
must be something fn the nature of colonial 
government over our interests there just 
as there nmist be fér Porto Rico and as 
there is going to be for the Hawaflian 
islands: but although in a broad sense this 
is colohialiism;: it does not mrean the pos- 
session of colonies indiscriminately for the 
purpose of owning the land and ruNag the 
people. 

| Of Great Value to Commerce. 

A naval hase fn the Philippines would be 
of value in times of wan but g port out 
there means much more. It means that 
we are putting ourselves tn position to give 
practical ald to our commerce fn that great 
undeveloped field, and that we are taking 
a position where we must be consulted in 
any effort to monopolize the commerce of 
China or the rest of the orlent. With Ha- 
wail in our possession and with the neces 
sary coaling stations in the Ladrones aml 
Caroline islan®s we are in a position to 
maintain our hold out there undisturbed, 
and it seems to me clear that the benefits 
to be derived In the end are incalculable. 

The markets of the world which give 
greatest promise are those [o which the 
Pacific is the great highway. To ai! in- 
tents and purposes these are the only mare . 
keta left open for the development of the 
commerce of this cormtry, and certainly 
much of the future presperity of this coun- 
try will depend upor the development of 
this commerce.

To give some general idea of this. great 
modern prison it may be stated that the 
jail proper, which does not include the 
front offices and Jailer’s apartments, is 
composed of an east. a west, a north and 
a south wing with the fol'oWing d@men- 
fions: East wing, 75x35 feet; west wing, 
60x25 feet: north wing, 36x20 feet: south 
wing, %x20 feet. There are 190 toilet apart- 
ments. twenty-six elegantly finished bath- 
rooms. The tower is 138 feet high. On 
every floor there are electric lights and

The floors of the pris- 
on are of cement and can be flushed and

The Stone Front Offices. 

The front of the building is of soild gran- 
ite. This portion of the jail is three stories 
high. On the first floor are the main office, 
the .bookkeeper’s office, the jafler’s private 
office and a reception room. On the second 
floor are sleeping apartmen*® and a dining 
room. On the third floor are sleeping rooms 
and a library and parlor. 

In the tower are the guards’ sleeping 
rooms, a dining room and a kitchen. 

This part of the jai] is handsomely finish- 
ed with tiling for wainscoting and tinted 
walls. It is fitted with electric lights and 
electric call bells for the conventence ofg 
the jailer ang his guards. It is without 
bars,and will be as open to the public as 
the Kimball house arcade. , 

Some Modern Conveniences. 

The main prison is six floors, ¢ounting 
the basement. In the basement are boiler 
rooms, héating and ventilating apparatus, 
hydraulic fans, a dynamo for electric 
lights, storerooms, drfveways and places 
for the inspection of the pipes connected 
with the building overhead. 

All of this machinery 1s of the best and 
the latest improved. It has been purchased 
with the utmost care and closely looked 
after when being placed in position. In 
every department the building. will be well 
lighted, ventilated, heated in winter and 
cooled in summer. | 


‘ First Floor of the Prison. 

On the first floor of the prison proper 
there- is immediately in the rear of the 
offices a detention room, where the pris- 
Oners are held for inspection and where 
they will be required to take a bath and 
don a clean suit of prison clothes. Across 
the hall are three lawyers’ consultation 
apartments, where attorneys can speak 
Privately with their clients without the 
sPrisoner being turned out .or the lawyer 
admitted within the prison. These apart- 
ments make up the west wing of the pris- 
on. In the north and south wings of the 
first floor are five cells und a shower bath: 
In the east Wing are seventeen cells and a 
shower bath. 


Second Floor of the Prison. 

In the west wing of the second floor there 
are nine cells and a shower bath; in the 
Cast wing there are seventeen cells and a 
shower bath; in the north and south wings 
there are ten cells and two shower baths. 

Third Floor of the Prison. 

In the west wing of the third floor are 
Seventcen cells, two dark dungeons and a

The prisoners will be fed through small 
openings in the cells and on a tin plate 
with two divisions. 

For a prisoner to break out he would 
have to cut through his cell, then through 
the corridor and then through the door 
leading into the arcade, and when he got 
into the arcade he would gtill find a steel 
door between him and liberty. If he man- 
aged to get out of a window, through which 
he would have to cut, he would find him- 
self in a yard surrounded by an impassable 
stone wall. So that it may become a local 
simile to say, “‘as safe as a fellow in Ful- 
ton county’s jail.” : 


When It May Be Finished. 


The new jail ought to have been finished 
under contract on the Ist of last January, 
so that six months have already been 
charged up to the contractors, and they 
will be forced to pay $15 for each day after 
the lst of January. It is believed that the 
jail will be ready for occupancy by the ist 
of August. 


The contractors are L. ®. Hazen & Co. : 


The superintendent is Mr. H. C. Hazen. 
Mr. Grant Wikins is che architect and he is 
represented at the building by Mr. R. C., 
Frosser. Mr. Charles H. Hagemann is the 
foreman. 

Though the work is greatly behind, yet 
when the new jail is finally finished Fulton 
county will have the finest prison in this 
country and, periaps, in the world. 


‘History ofthe Old Jail. 


To all those who were ever in any way 
connected with the old jail, that building 
is known as the ‘‘new jail,” for the origi- 
nal ‘‘uld jail” was a sma)) and rude build. 
ing which was locateq on the same site of 
the present ‘‘old jail,’’ or rather in a Cor- 
ner of the same lot. , 

In 1871 the Fulton county commmisslonére 
decided that a new jail was necessary, and 
accordingly p!anms were made-to erect what 
was thought then to be a very elegant and 
commodious building. It was to have a 
“prick and stone front’’ and a prison made 
of “solid granite,” which tis, alas! now 
known as the “rock.” 

When the first old jail passed oway and 
the first new jail was turned over to the 
county officials, William A. Bonnell was 
the jailer, having held thac position in the 
other prison, and many are the stories 
which Mr. Bonnell, who is now a station 
sergeant at the police barracks, relates 
of his experiences in the “‘old-new jail.” 

Time has caused the first new jail to be- 
come the-old jail, for the fin de siecle new 
jail is about ready, and it is next to the 
largest and finest prison in the United 
States. 

So, with the passing of the old prison 
sume of its history in interesting. The woes 
and tragedies which have been witnessed 
within its walls; the prayers of anguish 
which echoed through its corridors; the 
human depravity which has passed through 
its portals, and the terrible crimes which it 
has heard rehearsed would fill a mighty 
volume as replete with sensations as the 
“Arabian Nights.” 

In this old prison the death watch has 
preceded many a cowering victim to the 
dark and awful gallows. Hére the hand of 
the desperate suicide has. sought death 
rather than be hurled into etérnity by the 
hangman’s rope. Here the seated .con- 
science has cowered in the dark dungeon 
when alone with guilt and God. Here tears 
have fallen, like drops of blood wrung from 
agonising hearts, while loving ones wept 


,o’er those who had fallen beneath the 


avenging hand of the law. Here the moth- 
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over the sinning husband, and the sister 
over the fallen brother. Those old walls 
have heard, perhaps, many times some des- 
pairing wretch repeat the cry of the Mas- 
ter of Life, ““My God, my God, w hast 
Thou forsaken me!” 

Its Victims for the Gailows. 


Eight times from within that old prison 
has the doomed murderer walked to the 
gallows, and paid the penalty for his crime. 

The first hanging witnessed in the Jail- 
yard after the old jail was erected was that 
of Belton O’Neal, who killed a man named 
Little at the corner of (Marietta and Broad 
streets. The murder was committed with a 
knife. O'Neal faced his fate nervously and 
walked from the jail with a trembling and 
unsteady step. He was said to have been 
an abject coward and tottering to the gal- 
lows exclaimed: “I can’t stand it!” 

The next victim of the gallows furnished 
by the old jail was a negro called 
“Orange,” who killed another negro. 

The thirg victim was Amos Purifoy, a né- 
gro, who killed a white merchant named 

asey. 
gone fourth was George Washington, who 
shot another negro named Oliver, on Fraser 

reet, with a winchester. 
Thea came the hanging of Charley Oz- 
burn. who shot to death John Bradley, & 
merchant, about a bill of a few dollars. 
On the day of the shooting and shortly 
after he was arrested Ozburn remarked 


to a friend: 
“Tl want you all to make haste and get 


here on bond.”

The eighth and last man was Tom Cy- 
rus, who shot and killed Annie Johnson

In the Noted “Spot 12.” 


There were many other murderers doom- 
ed to death on the gallows who spent their 
last days in the old Fulton county jail 
for several were from time to time taken 
there for safekeeping, among whom was 
H. S. Perry, who was hanged at Decatur 
about a year ago, The story of Perry kill- 
tng Lanier is too fresh in the minds of the 
people to be reviewed. 

The most famous cell in the old jail is 
known as “Spot 12.” It is the first cell as 
you enter the door of the prison and is 
seperated from the corridor by *® cage 
through which all persons entering the 
jail must pass. “Spot 12’ has held many 


r notable prisoners besides those who were 


hanged, for it was used for the prisoners 
charged with serious crimes. 

Edward Flanagan, who murdered the 
women at Poplar Sprins, spent many days 
in this cell trembling in fright at the 
sounds outside which he believed to be 
from a mob coming to lynch him. Here 
was also once confined Samuel Fleming, 
the most noted bigamist ever arrested in 
Atlanta, who was a blind counterfeiter and 
had had more than a dozen wives. George 
Vanderbilt, one of the black sheep in the 
wealthy family of that name, spent a while 
in “Spot 12,’’ while under a charge of for- 
gery, which was afterwards compromised. 
Tom Woolfolk, who was hanged in an- 
other part of the state for the murder of 

: was in this just 
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to be executed. Louis Hanvey, the wifé 
oo a now serving a life sentence in 
the penitentiary; Joe Dean, the negro who 
Wis hanged in Campbell county for kill- 
ing old man Lee, and many other mur- 
derers sent here for safekeeping to await 
trial or execution, spent the last wretched 
days of their existence in ‘Spot 12.”’ 

Thre were two very noted prisoners once 
confined in the jail who escaped the gal- 
lows by being sent to the insane asylum. 
One was -Sam Hill. Hil] drew the famous 
pictures on the walls of the cell known 
as “Spot 12;"" and which were allowed to 
remain there until a few gears ago. He 
shot and killed John Simmons about his 
wife. The trial was one of the most noted 
that ever occurred in the state. Hill was 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged, but 
he was sent to the insane asylum, from 
which place he escaped. He is still at 
large and has been seen in the west a 
number of times. 

Alex Carr, who shot and killed Ed King 
On Broad street, four or five years ago, 
was convicted, and,. like Hill, he was sent 
to the insane asylum after‘ one of the 
most stubbornly contested cases that was 
ever tried in the state, Carr is now in 
the asylum. 

There were some .very noted escapes, 
most prominent of which was, of. course, 
the escape of Will Myers. The story of 
Myers’s escape was almost as much talked 
and written about as the famous Charley 
Ross abduction case. He was convicted of 
tolling off and murdering Forrest Crow- 
ley, near the Westview cemetery, was 
sentenced to be hanged and on the day 
that the supreme court decided the case 
against him, Myers escaped from the office 
of the jail. He had been allowed to go out 
of the cell to talk with a woman visitor, 
It was believed by some that Myers’s 
escape was all prearranged. The jailer 
was discharged on account of it, and it 
helped to beat the sheriff when he ran 
for re-election. There are those who. in- 
cline to the opinion that Myers was car- 
ried off by the persons the intended to im- 
piicate in the crime ut the last moment 
and was then murdered. 

There was one very noted suicide in the 
old jail. Milt Malone, ; 
Phillips, wag convicted of murder and 
Sentenced to be hanged. This case was 
stubbornly fought in the courts, but noth- 
ing could be done to save the man from 
the gallows. Realizing this at last, Ma- 
lone, who had said al! along that he 
would never be hanged, took a dose of 
strychnine the night before the day for 
his execution and died about’ the very 
hour when he would have been hanged. 

The Moonshine Inmates. 

In making a brief review of the history 
of the old jail the moonshiners, who have 
spent many days beneath its roof, must 
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not overlooked. Hundreds of the har- 
dy mountaineers of Georgia have ‘sighed 
for freedom and fresh air in the old prison 
while serving sentences for distilling 
whisky unlawfully by the lght of the 
moon. 

It is said that once the jailor foung two 
moonshiners making whisky in a coffee 
pot, out of the corn bread they had been 
given to eat. It was good whisky and 
would make the drunk come quick and 
furiously, so a guard stated who sampled 
it. 

Three moonshiners attempted to escape 
about a year ago by cutting a hole in the 
flooring to’ an annex to the jail. The hole 
was under the sheet of zinc which pro- 
tecteq the floor from the heat of the stove, 
They were caught as they were crawling 
under the house. . 

Asberry Gentry, %a famous Georgia 
moonshine and outlaw, escaped from the 
jail and was never recaptured. ‘“‘Dutch” 
Joe. a counterfeiter, who escaped with 
him was rearrested only a few months ago 
and sent to the penitentiary at Columbus. 

It is impossible to give the names of all 
the persons who made themselves famous 
in one way and another in the old jail. 
There is a long list of them and only a 
few of the most /noteq have been men- 
tioned. 

The following have acted as jailer and 
and presided over the destiny of the old jail: 
W. A. Bonnell, John Wise, Seab Ozburn, 
Crandall Poole, John Mardis ang William 
Maddox. 

Maddox is the jailer at present, and he 
will move the prisoners into,the new jail 
and take charge of that building. 

Just what’will be done with the old jall 
building is not known, but it is believed 
it will be torn down and: the lot. divided 
up and solq to private citizens by. the 
county commissioners, 

So, after a service of twenty-seven years, 
the old jail of Fulton county will pass 
away with its memories of crime and 
tears, murder and death, sorrow and de- 
Spalr.

HE city council will likely hold a 
short session this afternoon.

the appointment of a committee of five 
councilmen to prepare a petition to the 
tate railroad commission to induce it to 
force the railroads of Atlanta to provide 
comfortable and adequate depot facilities 
for this city. 

This resolution voices the sentiment of 
the people of the whole town, and there is 
no doubt that it will be unanimously pass- 
ed by council. The railroad .commission 
has no right to compel the radlroads to 
erect a union depot, but is has the right to 
compel the erection of separate depots by 
every road that will answer the demands 
of the public..In case this order is issued 
it is likely the’ roads will combine and 
erect a new passenger station rather than 
separate all over the city. 

The depot problem is the biggest that 
bas confronted this city in many years. 
Since the disgraceful scenes witnessed in 
end around the old depot during the re- 
union and in recent rains, when Atlantians 
were deeply mortified by the justifiable 
rozsts administered the town on acccunt 
of her old worn-out engine barn, the peo- 
ple have become mcre interested in the 
matter than ever before and are determin- 
ed, if the people hive any voice at all, 
to have a union depot that will be a credit 
to the city, and one that will furnish every 
modern convenience to the traveling pub- 
lic. Since The Constitution recommenced 
this agitation yesterday a week ago, it has 
been surprising to see the wonderful una- 
nimity with which Atlanta’s citizens are 
demanding 3 new depot. The backbone of 
the business interests supports the move- 
ment, and the business men will not stop 


“until they get it. 


Time Lost at Crossings. 

Now that the depot question has become 
such a live wire, the people are also de- 
nouncing the present miserable system of 
blockading railroad crossings in the center 
of the city by long-drawn-out trains of 
every description. It is thought a new depot 
involves the solution of this problem, but 
it will be interesting to know just tu what 
extent the Whitehall, Pryor and Loyd 
street crossings inconvenience Atl&intians 
every day, and just how much this wasted 
time, from a theoretical standpoint, is 
worth in dollars and cents. 

Liberal estimates place the number of 
people passing these three crossings daily 
at 25,000. Out of this number there are 

robably 1,000 substantial. business men, 
who in going to and from their posts, are 
obliged to doge and wait for the trains at 
these streets. Taking an average, count- 
ing eight working hours to the day, one 
business man would lose eighty minutes 
every day, and 1,000 business men would 
lose 80,000 minutes in one working day. In 
@ year of 313 working days, 1,000 business 
men would lose 25,040,000 minutes, or 417,333 
hours, or 52,166 days, or 166.6 years.

Mr. Bailey teaves a wife, but no children. 
His only sister, Mrs. Dawson, of Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., and other near relatives were 
at his bedside when the died. 

Something of His Life. 

Mr. Julian T. Bailey, better known to his 
friends as ‘‘Whack,”’ was born fifty-one 
years ago in Chambers county, Alabama, 
and began life as a commercial traveler. 
He was probably one of the best known 
traveling men that ever worked North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Ala- 
bama, in which territory he represented 
Lewis's cracker factory. 

He was jovial, good-natured, a_ noted 
humorist and practical joker, and made 
many friends wherever he went. 

He first entered business for himself in 
Aufusta, but later moved to Atlanta and 
entered in partnership with Mr. R. M. 
Rose, in the liquor business. Then with 
Mr. E. H. Carroll, he established the Bailey 
& Carroll Liquor Company, and afterwards 
when Mr. Carroll withdrew from the firm, 
he conducted the business under the name 
of the Bailey Liquor Company. 

Last year the failed in business, and it 
was the overwork and worry incident to 
this failure that was the indirect cause of 
his death. 

Mr. Bailey was an old and well-known 
citizen of Atlanta, having lived here over 
twelve years, and was esteemed by all 
who knew him. He éounted this friends by 
the legion, and his death will be felt by 
many whom he assisted and befriended 
during his life. 

He was ever ready with purse and good 
word to help those in distress, and his 
many acts of charity will long be remem- 
bered by those who profited by his willing- 
ness to assist them in need.

Sick and Wounded at Hospital Doing 
Well and Many Will Be Dismiss- 
ed During the Week. 
[encampment at Lithia Springs will 

begin this afternoon with the depart- 
ure of a detachment of 29 men ‘of the 
Eighth infantry under command of Lieu- 
tenant Norman. The decision to begin 
the movement at once was made by the 
department of the gulf unexpectedly, and 
as a result of the condition of things ex- 
isting at Fort McPherson, 

Medical officers advised the change some 
days ago, and while recognizing the health 
condition .of the fort and surrounding 
country, it was apparent that the narrow 
limits of the grounds were not sufficient 
to accommodate the large body of recruits 
now stationed there. 

The first body of soldiers to leave the 


fort will board a special train at the bar- 
racks at 1 o'clock this afternoon and make 


HE movement of troops to the new 


the trip to Lithia Springs over the South-- 


ern railway. Shelter tents and the regular 
army camp outfit will be taken along for 
use until the temporary barracks can be 
erected near the springs. 

The contract for the 
commodate at least 3,000 men was given 
out several days ago, and the work of 
erection will probably begin today or to- 
morrow. : 

A plece of wooded land in sight of the 
old chautauqua grounds of sixty acres has 
been rented to the government for the 
new encampment. The rented land takes 
ina lake of some size, which will be utilized 
as a bathing place for the recruits, and 
the springs covering the place offer a suffi- 
cient water supply for all the men who 
can ‘be quartered there. 

Camp Hobson is the name the new reger- 
vation will go by, and it will be the first 
camp itn the United States to be honored 
with the name of the ‘Merrimac hero. The 
title was the suggestion of Major Bubb, 
the present commander of the fort, and ts 
especially appropriate since the hero him- 
self will arrive at Lithia Springs on the 
same day the first detachment of soldiers 
reaches the place. Lieutenant Hobson will 
doubtless be surprised to learn on his ar- 
rival today that the new camp has taken 
his name. He will be given a rousing re- 
ception by the recruits of Camp 
when he alights from the train today. 

Tomorrow the second detachment of sol- 
diers from Fort McPherson, consisting of 
194 men of the Twenty-fifth infantry, under 
command of Captain Samborn, will leave 
the barracks and board a special for Lithia 
Springs. The th#d body of recruits will 
be added to Camp Hobson Wednesday, and 
Will be: the largest of any to leave the fort 
in some time. It will be made up of 445 
men of the Twenty-nrst infantry, who 
a be under the command of Lieutenant 
Wahl. Smaller detachments will go dur- 
Ing the latter part of the week, and before 
the end of August it is probable that as 
many as 3,000 recruits wilf be in cump at 
Camp Hobson.

Among the recent arrivals at the hos- 
pital at Fort McPherson is Captain Partello, 
of the Fifth infantry, who will be remem- 
bered by many in Atlanta as having been 
stationed at Fort McPherson before the 
outbreak of the war. In those peaceful 
days ‘the was only a_ lieutenant, but he 
comes back now with the soldier straps of 
a captain and the signs of the enemies’ 
country in his bones. 

He is in the fever ward at the hospital, 
with a severe attack of the malady. He 
is now much better, and no fear is enter- 
tained for his final recovery. Captain Par- 
tello was made captain shortiy after ar- 
riving in Cuba. 

All of the Santiago veterans at the hos- 
pital were doing well yesterday, and quite 
a number of them will be dis nissed from 
medical attention during the week. It is 
remarkable that only three of the sick and 
wounded under care of the surgeons at the 
hospital have died recently, and considering 
the nature of the wounds, the fatalities 
among them are wonderfully few. It is ac- 
countable only to the nature of the Mauser 
bullet used by the enemy, which instead of 
being made of lead, like that used by the 
American army, is hard-wrought steel, and 
does not mushroom in passing through the 
body, but makes a clean hole where it hits. 

Yesterday afternoon while the grounds of 
the barracks were covered with curious 
visitors, who spent the time watching the 
unconcerned Spaniards taking their ease, 
a party of ladies from tie north, made up 
of mothers, wives and sisters of the wound- 
ed soldiers, arrived at the barracks and 
went at once to the hospital...

STRATON’S ORATORICAL VICTORY

Tenn., July 31.—(Special.)— 
e smoke of the battle has Clear- 
ed away, Georgians will doubtless be in-

The great amphitheater was 
divided up into seven sections, one for 
each of the institutions competing, and 
each decorated profusely avith the colors 
of the institution which represented its 
corresponding state. The Georgia delega- 
tion was small in comparison with some 
of the others, but the noise they made 
and the ovation given Mr. Straton when 
his victory was announced might have ied 
one to suppose that half of Georgia ways 
present, So great was the enthusiasm that 
Dr. Pollock, the dignified president of Mer- 
eer, and who was in Mr. Straton’s party, 
was ushered on the stage and embraced the 
victor before the entire audience. 

All of the orators were very fime, but the 
wonderful oratory of the Georgia boy swept 
everything beforo it. His oration, ‘The 
Breaking up of the Solid South the Salva- 
tion of the Section,’’ was pronounced one 
of the most eloquent and masterly speeches 
ever made from the Monteagle platform, It 
was pure in diction, profound im thought, 
magnetic and thrilling in delivery § and 
glowing in every line with such patriotism 
and loyalty as that expressed by Mr, Stra- 
ton when he said, in speaking of his love 
for the south: “I approach the considera- 
tion of this question, so pregnant with 
vital importance to ine welfare of our 
section, with only love in.my heart for the 
south and loyalty to her interests.

Since that time he has 
been editor-in-chief of all the university 
publications, has won all the medals he 
has contested for in the college, the state 
oratorical championship in the contest last 
summer, and the debate championghip in 
the recent Mercer-Athens joint debate.

Old No. 99, of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
Had Strange Adventures.

Remains of the Preminent Atlantian 
Laid to Rest in Oakland. 


IMPRESSIVE FUNERAL SERVICE 


Rev. A. W. Knight Conducted Funeral 
from St. Philip’s Church.

DR. LANDRUM AT FIRST BAPTIST 


He Preached an Interesting and In- 
structive Sermon to a Large Con- 
gregation Yesterday Morning.

The things regarded by 
the world as realities he placed in four 
Classes, pleasures, honors, present life and 
the perishable world. 

What Christianity calls reality are not 
dreams. Christian — civilization is not a 
dream, but a fact, said he; Christian ex- 
perience is not a dream, but a fact; Chris- 
tian doctrine is provable. 

On this line Dr. Landrum preached an 
interesting and instructive sermon, and re- 
tained the attention of his hearers 
throughout. 


AT FIRST METHODIST CHURCH. 


Dr. Walker Lewis Preaches on the 
Millenium and Its Effects. 

Rev. Dr. Walker Lewis delivered a very 
able discourse at the First Methodist 
church yesterday morning on the ‘‘Millen- 
nium; or Tihat Period Mentioned in the 
Twentieth Chapter of Revelations, When 
Satin Shall Be Bound and Christ Shall 
Reign in Triumph.’’ 

Dr. Lewis said in part: 

‘Technically, the word millennium means 
simply the period of a Uhousand years, but 
in this connection it means, ratner, dura- 
tion of the power and authority of God 
than any limit of time. 

“The common belief in regard to this 
millennium is that it will be signalized by 
the personal appearance of tine Son of 
God on eartn, who will come in great glory 
and power to rule and subject all nations 
to His authority. 

‘‘Tihe descent of the New Jerusalem from 
heaven will follow. the chaining up of 
Satan, and all shall bow down in adoration 
before the throne of Christ. 

“There are statements in the Bible that 
seem to fit into this theory and _ bear it 
out almost exactly. Great and intelligent 
men of nearly all churches have given the 
subject the thought of years, and they 
insist that the millennium is yet to come, 
and that with it Christ will come in earthly 
power. . 

“But such is not to be the case, in my 
opinion. Christ's government is in no sense 
temporal. It is a spiritual kingdom, and 
is too far off in the midst of God's glory 
to be visible to the human eye or to ever 
partake of a temporal] nature. 

“When is the millennium to be? You 
might ask, rather, when is it to cease. You 
are living right in the midst of it now. 
It began long before you were, and has 
been building toward its most perfect 
achievement day by day.

with the first resurrection, which was that 
of Christ and the saints that burst the 
bands of death with him. 

‘The Son of God was the first fruits of 
them that slept, and until He came from 
the dead there was no real resurrection. 

“Satan was bound at the beginning of 
the millennium, as it is recorded in 
scripture that he would be. His rope may 
not be a very short one, and it looks at 
times as though it possesses strange elas- 
ticity, but we know that as time goes on, 
the power of the devil is weakening and 
becoming less. The kingdoms of the world 
are rapidly coming under the standard of 
Christ, and the far-off islands of the sea 
are learning the power and glory of His 
name. 

“But you say, does not the scripture say 
plainly that Christ shall come and reign 
for one thousand years? So it says, but it 
does not limit His reign to a thousand 
years, It is an idiomatic expression intend- 
ed to denote the completeness of the reign 
and not to Hmit it. 

‘Then if it be true that the millennium 
began with the first resurrection, it has 
been going on for more than 1,800 years, 
and has existed nearly twice as long as 
the time many say has been allotted for it.

Dr. Marshall Delivered a Strong Dis- 
course on “Triumph of Christ.” 
Dr. A. A: Marshall, pastor of the Jack- 
eon Hill Baptist church, preached a strong 
and convincing sermon yesterday on the 
triumph of Christ in the world.

IT WAS A CRIME 


Farris and Praitt Are to Be Held for 
Investigation. 


HOLLAND WILL PROBABLY DIE 


Alleged Witness Says That It Was 
Not an Accident. 


HAS NOT RECOVERED CONSCIOUSNESS 


Farris and Pruitt Claim It Was an 
Accident, but the Police Authori- 
ties Think Otherwise. 
|) ance the shooting of young Guff 

Holland Saturday night seemed an 
accident, the police authorities are now of 
the opinion that he was the victim of a pre- 
meditated assault, and it is believed at 
the barracks that either Fred Farris or J. 
A. Pruitt will be convicted of the crime. 
Severa] the police and 


alleged witnesses put a damaging light on 
the shooting. 


It is the opinion of the officers that young 
parte fired the shot, and they declare that 
Pruitt will, in that event. be found guilty 
aS an accessory. The two boys stlil stren- 
uously protest that the shooting was an 
accident, and are very anxious to hear 
What Guff Holland has to say concerning 
the matter. 

Holland is in a precarious condition at 
the hospital, and it is yet still a matter of 
chance whether or not he wil] ever recov- 
er sufficiently to tell the circumstances of 
the shooting. The ball, which came from 
a thirty-eight caliber Colt army pistol 
struck immediately above his left eye and 
ranged across his head, ploughing its way 
through hig skull, but not even bruising 
his brain. 

The ball left his head at a point direct- 
ly back of his right eye and on top of ‘his 
Skull. The physicians have operated upon 
his wound, and there ig a chance for his 
recovery, but last night it was announced 
that this chance was very slim. His par- 
ents and brothers visited him yesterday, 
but he did not recognize them. 

fie has not spoken since shot, and it may 
be that he will die, leaving the boys who 
Claim to be his friends to stand a trial for 
his murder. Fred Farris and J.°A. Pruitt 
were seen yesterday in their cel] at police 
barracks and readily repeated the stery 
Of the shooting. Farris acted as spokes- 
man, and said: 

“Pruitt and I had been fn a barber shop, 
where I was shaved, and had just cOme out 
when we saw Guff Holland, George Rob- 
ins and Raymond Hudson. We stopped 
them and joked for awhile about their 
destination. I told them that I would bet 
they were going to Decatur:sstreet, and they 
replied that they were not. 

“Just then I swung around on my toes 
and my arm struck Pruitt’s pistol, which 
was hanging in a holster, suspended over 
his shoulder. The blow knocked it out, 
and when dt struck the sidewalk it ex- 
ploded the cartridge. I saw Guff had been 
shot, but before I could do anything for 
him a policeman caught me by the arm. 
and then a crowd gathered. 

“Iam sure anyone who knows us and our 
relationg with Guff must know that it 
was an accident. Neither of us have ever 
had a fuss with him, and we were very 
£00d friends. 1 am confident that. both 
Raymond Hudson and George Robins will 
give the same account of the shooting that 
I have told, for they were both there. I 
thought last night that the police authori- 
ties were convinced it was an accident, 
and did not know until this afternown that 
we were even suspected of deliberately try- 
ing to kill our friend. I hope he will get 
well, and then I know he will say we are 
innocent,”’ 

Farris undoubtedly looks and talks inno- 
cently when discussing the affair. He ap- 
pears deeply “grieved over the occurrence, 
and expresses the hope that Holland would 
soon be all right. 

Some Damaging Statements. 

Saturday night immediately after the 
shooting, Patrolman Mercer, who was 
Standing about fifty feet away, rushed to 
Farris and arrested him. The pistol was 
lying on the ground still smoKing, Mercer 
having reached the boys in about ten sec- 
onds. As he reached the spot where the 
boys were standing, a negro pointed out 
Farris, saying, ‘“‘There is the man who shot 
him.” ; 

Farris immediately replied, “Yes I shot 
him, but it was an accident.’’ Pruitt was 
not arrested at the time, but stood nearby, 
and when Patrolman Holt, who arrived a 
few minutes later, arrested him, he made 
no resistance. 

Yesterday Patrolman Randall talked with 
Chris ‘Moore, a Greek fruit man, who is 
located on the oorner of Forsyth and 
Mitchell streets. Moore told the officer he 
saw the shooting, and Said that it was de- 
liberate, and that the pistol was in the 
hand of one of the boys when it was fired. 

J. C. Steele, who resides at 286 Chapel 
Street, told one of.the officers practically 
the same story, it is said, rr. E. Hollis, 
who lives at 9 Stonewall street, claims, it 
is said, to have witnessed the bhooting, and 
he is said to have told an officer that the 
pistol Was pointed at Holland by one of 
the boys, and was fired immediately. Hol- 
lis, it is said, claims that the pistol then‘ 
fell to the ground. It is said he is positive 
that the pistol fell after it was fired. 

Alex Groves, a negro man, residing at 11 
Taylor street, claims to have been an eye- 
witness to the shooting, and the statement 
he made yesterday will be damaging to the 
boys under arrest if they are brought to 
trial. He said: 

“l work at Mr. Henry Beerman’s, and 
had been to his home. When returning | 
had reached the corner of WHitehall and 
Mitchel] streets when I moticed three 
young White men. They were standing in 
such positions as to make a triangle, and 
as I passed I turned to notice them, 

“Just as I turned one young man reach- 
ed in his rear trouser's pocket and took 
Out a pistol. After pointing it at his vic- 
tim he fired, and the young man who was 
shot sank down next to the house. I then 
went on because I did not want to get mix- 
ed up in it. 1 am sure the pistol was fired 
while it was in. the hand of one of the 
young men. 

“I do not know which one it was, be- 
cause I do not know any of the young men, 
and would not again recognize them.’’ 

There is one point in the statement made 
by Groves in which he is wrong. He says 
the man who fired the shot took the pistol 
from his pocket. There was undoubtedly 
a -holster with the pistol] because it was 
brought to the barracks. Other witnesses, 
it is said, will testify that the pistol was 
taken out of the hoister and handed to the 
man who fired the shot. 


The Physician’s Statement. 


Dr. Strickler, of the Grady hospital, who 
aided in the’ operation performed upon 
young Holland, was asked last night if 
the wound in the head of the young man 
could have been made by a pistol which 
felj to the ground. He replied: 

“It is very probable. that the wound in 
the head of Holland was made in tha: 
manner. The shot evidently came from 
below. If the shot was fired by a man 
holding a pistol] at his hips, it is probable 
that the ball would Nave entered his abdo- 
men. Had he brought the pistol on a level 
with his eye, in order to fire, the ball 
would probably have gone straight through 
the skulj of the wounded man and into 
his brain. 

“As it was it came upward, struck Hol- 
land above his left eye and ranged upward 
loughing through his skull. Of course it 
is very possible that the shot could have
